Current councilman John Renaker 
did not file for re-election.

Glore resigns from 
Dry Ridge council

The Dry Ridge City Council will 
have a vacant seat as Karen Glore is 
resigning from the position “ due to 
health reasons.” 

Mayor Clay Cmpper read the letter of 
resignation, which is effective Sept. 1, 
during the Aug. 6 council meeting. 

Glore, along with the other five coun¬ 
cil members, were up for re-election in 
November. 

The vacancy likely will be filled by 
one of the four applicants who were not 
chosen in March when Jim Hendy was 
appointed to the council by Gov. Steve 
Beshear to replace the unexpired term of 
Jamie Webster, said Cmpper. 

The applicants were Carissa Hughett, 
James Wells, Ronald Maddox and Ryan 
Spalding. 

Cmpper said the council likely will 
vote on the position in mid-September 
and the term will end at the end of the 


year. 


Glore joined the council in October 
2008 after being recommended by 
Cmpper to fill Matt Hicks’ unexpired 
term after his resignation.

Volunteers needed to give hope, help on Aug. 25

Hope reigns and the members of 
Williamstown United Methodist 
Church want hope to rain down on 
the community on Aug. 25.

Williamstown. From there, volun¬ 
teers will fan out to Harvester’s 
Subdivision in Crittenden, as well 
as to Parker’s Grove and Piner in 
Kenton County. 

Last year, Methodist churches 


focused on Eastern Kentucky, but 
after this year’s devastating March 
tornadoes ripped through the state, 
they decided to split up their efforts 
and go to areas impacted by the 
violent and deadly storms. 

“We just don’t want to fix dam¬ 
age left behind by the twisters, but 
we want to give hope to families,” 
said Barry Robinson, minister at 
WUMC. 

About 200 volunteers will be in 
Grant and surrounding areas, but 
Robinson said more volunteers 
would be welcomed. 

“This isn’t just a Methodist 
church thing, but it’s for anyone 
who wants to be part of something 
bigger,” he said. 


Some of the larger projects for 
the day include building a deck, as 
well as yard work and a carnival 
with bouncy houses, rides and free 
hot dogs. The carnival will be set up 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Robinson said WUMC church 
members would be going door-to- 
door to ask residents if they had 
other needs and work was not lim¬ 
ited to tornado victims. 

“We’rereally excited,” Robinson 
said. “It’s being the hands and feet 
of God. It’s one thing to tell people 
that God came for you and loves 
you, but it’s another thing to go out 
and show them God’s love.”

Background checks no longer 
free for school districts

State budget cuts have led 
school districts to scramble to 
decide how to pay for mandatory 
criminal background checks for 
volunteers. 

From field trip chaperones 
and athletic and band boosters to 
reading mentors, schools rely on 
volunteers daily. 

The Administrative Office of 
the Courts has covered the $10 
cost per background check for 
nearly 20 years at the state public 
and private schools, including 
processing nearly 217,000 crimi¬ 
nal record reports statewide in 
2011. 

However, AOC will no longer 
pay for the check after its budget 
has been slashed by the state.

districts have decided to solve the 
sudden financial problem in dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

Grant County Schools will pay 
for the background checks, but 
they will not require a volunteer 
obtain one as frequently, said Matt 
Morgan, assistant superintendent 
for finance and personnel. 

“It used to be every two years,” 
he said. “Now, it’s going to be 
every five years.”

Worst vacation ever 


S ometimes when you 
have high hopes for 
something, you end up 
falling flat on your face.

We left early on a Saturday 
morning in anticipation of meet¬ 
ing my friend and his son at the 
park in Santa Claus, Ind. 

They were coming from 
Nashville so the timing would be 
perfect since it was about a three- 
hour drive for both of us. 

I must preface this stoiy by 
explaining that last year my love¬ 
ly wife and I took our eldest son, 
Austin, to Holiday World and he 
had the best time. 

Many of the rides were per¬ 
fect for his age and being able to 
get in the water to cool down 
from the sun was refreshing. 

The only hiccup was a gigan¬ 
tic meltdown he had as we were 
heading home because he did not 
want to be in the car. 

This meltdown occurred 
before we even reached the 
Interstate so I was afraid that a 
similar explosion might happen 
again, but this time without my 
wife’s help in keeping me from 
losing my mind. 

Fortunately, the drive was 
almost perfect, there and back. 

It was everything in between 
that I wish I could hit a reset but¬ 
ton on. 

For starters, the drive there 
was going smoothly as we 
breezed to Louisville and started 
into Indiana. 

Then all of a sudden, a sea of 
red lights forced our car to a 
halt. 

Traffic at a standstill. 

The kind where you see peo¬ 
ple getting out of their vehicles, 
talking to others and generally 
not looking like they are going 
anywhere anytime soon.

So now I was sitting still in a 
line of cars, running low on gas 
with what I envisioned as a tick¬ 
ing time bomb sitting in the back 
seat. 

Thank God for portable DVD 
players. 

As I mapped out in my head 
exactly how I was going to push 
my vehicle to the emergency 
lane (which people were turning 
around in and going back the 
opposite direction on the 
Interstate) when the inevitable 
happened, the wheels of the truck 
in front of me began to 
move.

Little did I know 
that was not even in 
the top three worst 
things that would hap¬ 
pen that day. 

When we finally 
get to the park and 
meet up with my friend 
and his son, the ulti¬ 
mate weekend trip 
appears to be back on. 

At first, my friend’s 
son was either tired or 
grumpy or both 
because he did not seem excited 
to ride any rides. 

I immediately thought of a 
solution. 

We could all ride a rapids ride 
that would be sure to be fun for 
the boys plus get them a little 
wet. 

This particular ride is one that 
we rode on the previous year five 
times and my son loved. 

Parents, do I even have to 
type the next sentence? 

Yes, Austin whined and cried 
for 20 straight minutes in line 
about how he did not want to get 
on the ride because he was 
scared. 

Frustration was already 
beginning to set in even though 
he eventually rode the ride and 
loved it once again! 

When it was time to switch to 
the water park, I thought the day 
was going to really start getting 
good for the boys. 

My friend’s son wanted to 
start with the Lazy River to, pun 
intended, get his feet wet. 

For those who do not know, 
the Lazy River simply is a “tide” 
where you sit on an inflatable 
tube while gently floating around 


in a circle of water, relaxing. 

I have even seen people fall 
asleep while enjoying this break 
from the slides and wave pool. 

For some reason, my son was 
not having any of it. 

As I tracked down a float in 
the shallow water, he was crying 
and screaming in disapproval. 

Is it child abuse to make your 
kid go on the Lazy River? 

I didn’t think so, but instead 
of taking a chance I let go of the 
tube, got my son out of the water 
and watched as my friend and his 
son went happily downstream. 

The wave pool caused my 
son to melt down again even 
though I held him tightly and 
most of the 
water he 
could stand 
in. 

When 
we ate 
lunch, the 
cashier told 
me that my 
credit card 
had been 
declined 
repeatedly. 


Apparently, the bank had sent 
me a new card for some reason 
and it hadn’t made it to my wal¬ 
let. 

The frustration level was 
steadily increasing, but my cup 
was about to runneth over. 

After threats of leaving the 
park and heading to the hotel, we 
agreed to go to the water play¬ 
ground at the park. 

We would meet our compan¬ 
ions there after they finished the 
Lazy River. 

Well, not even 90 seconds 
after our arrival at the playground, 
my son informs me he has to use 
the bathroom, which is not terri¬ 
bly close. 

Not wanting to deal with any 
kind of unfortunate accident, we 
msh to the bathroom to wait in 
the long line of people at the 
stalls. 

Relieved, I followed my son 
into the stall just in the nick of 
time. 

Once I believe he has done his 
business, I get ready to walk out 
of the stall with him when he says 
he feels like he “is not done.” 

Let me just list the range of 
emotions that went through my 


body next: frustration, helpless¬ 
ness, anger, bewilderment, guilt 
and ultimately relief. 

We were in that stall for, no 
exaggeration, nearly 90 minutes 
as he dealt with tummy troubles. 

Knowing that my friend was 
likely searching the park for us, I 
did not know what to do. 

We did not have our cell 
phones because they were locked 
up when we changed into our 
swim trunks. 

I could not leave my equally 
frustrated son there by himself. 

My only recourse was to try 
to convince my son that we had 
to get out of the bathroom, find 
my friend and let him know that 
we were going to have to leave 
because he did not feel well. 

Convincing him of that took 
all 90 minutes. 

Anytime I tried to get him to 
go, he would cry, whine and even 
occasionally scream ‘No, no, 
no.’ 

How a passerby did not call 
security to haul me away I’ll 
never know. 

Eventually, we did leave the 
bathroom and I carried my son 
through the park. 

We made it to the hotel, but 
not without taking a wrong turn 
and briefly getting lost. 

When it rains, it pours, I 
guess. 

The day had been a bust. 

We drove three hours and 
rode only a handful of rides and a 
couple water slides.

“Daddy, that was not a good 
vacation.” 

Maybe, next time.

Safety is of the utmost as students return to school 


As we consider “Back to School,” thoughts 
turn to many things “new”: new school sup¬ 
plies, new school clothes, new experiences in 
new classrooms with new teachers and new 
friends. It is, indeed, an exciting time. In the 
midst of this excitement, however, it is easy to 
overlook the new schedules and safety con¬ 
cerns that accompany the start of a new school 
year. 

On Tuesday, August 14, motorists saw the 
familiar yellow buses on the roadways, 
together with children at their bus stops either 
waiting to board in the mornings or returning 
home in the afternoons. It is with much con¬ 
cern for the safety of our young students that 
Grant County Schools encourages its citizens 
to proceed with increased awareness and 
much caution during the coming days, weeks 
and months. 

School bus safety is a community effort 
with everyone looking out for the safety of its 
children. Upon the start of the school year, 


our fleet of 55 buses will travel 4,000 plus 
miles each day, transporting better than 3,000 
students to and from school and related activi¬ 
ties. Grant County’s many railroad crossings, 
our narrow country roads with blind curves 
and hidden bus stops, as well as our city 
streets with multiple lanes and large numbers 
of children walking and gathering for a cen¬ 
tralized stop all present challenges and risks 
for our bus drivers, our students, and our local 
motorists. The daily commute happens suc¬ 
cessfully only with the concentrated effort of 
many. 

Preparations in the Grant County Schools 
Transportation Department have included bus 
driver trainings, physicals and dmg testing, as 
well as bus inspections, maintenance and 
replacements. Bus schedules have been pre¬ 
pared and placed in the Grant County News, 
the Grant County Express, and are also avail¬ 
able via the “Back to School” tab on the Grant 
County Schools website, (www.grant. 


kyschools.us/Back-to-School-2012.aspx) 
Parents and motorists are encouraged to 
review these schedules to become familiar 
with and prepare for anticipated traffic con¬ 
cerns. Parents are also asked to re-enforce 
safety mles and expectations for bus stops, as 
well as for boarding, riding, and disembarking 
buses. Parents who transport their children are 
asked to teach and demonstrate astute aware¬ 
ness, caution and patience (as needed), as they 
approach, enter and leave school campuses. 

Students and schools are most successful 
when parents and community become active¬ 
ly involved in the educational process. Helping 
ensure a safe commute is an excellent way for 
the community to demonstrate its interest and 
support. Together, we can make this school 
year safe, positive, and a time of extraordinary 
growth for our students.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Presenting the garden 

I am getting ready to head back to University 
of Louisville where I teach two courses so I 
really need to get organized. The garden is 
still producing and time needs to be spent on turning 
some of the bounty into things that can be enjoyed 
during the winter months. I have had the dehydrator 
going everyday this last week drying apples, 
peaches, berries, cherry tomatoes and potatoes. 
Plus, predictions of rising food costs (ironically 
current reports indicate that grain and sugar prices 
are affecting prices now and I don’t eat much of 
that!) 

During the summer our vegetable garden- along 
with a bounty from other local farms- keeps us well- 
supplied in fruits and vegetables; the focus is 
shifting now to “putting” up the garden. Most 
preservation methods are remarkably easy: pickling, 
freezing and canning are the three techniques most 
utilized. There are some basics to learn but all in all 
anyone can do it. I am here to encourage you to try 
some standard food preservation techniques, it is 
really quite gratifying especially if you grew the 
produce yourself. 

Blanching, harvesting 

Technology means that we can freeze just about 
anything now. Our great grandmothers did not have 
this luxury. The most important thing to understand: 
if you choose to freeze your overflow of vegetables 
from the garden you need to blanch. Blanching is a 
quick cook method that stops enzyme activity in the 
vegetable so it will stop ripening. Once a vegetable 
is harvested it produces enzymes that continue to 
push it past peak; blanching stops this. 

Most vegetables can be dropped into a pot of 
boiling water for two minutes to arrest the enzyme 
activity; then stop the cooking process by plunging 
the vegetables into an ice bath for two minutes; 
drain well and pat dry with a towel and package 
your servings in air tight 
containers. 

I do not have a pressure 
cooker so all the canning I do 
employs the hot water bath 
process. A large pot of 
simmering water will kill 
bacteria and seal jars but this 
is not suitable for all 
vegetables (low acid 
vegetables must be pressure 
cooked). Tomatoes are the 
easiest to can. Their natural 
acidity means that all you 
Weekend have to do is cook them a 
Gardener little and pack them in sterile 
jars, add a teaspoon of salt, 
seal and process in a hot 
water bath for about 15 minutes. You can peel and 
seed or not. I don’t because I like my canned 
tomatoes chunky.

Pickling uses vinegar to add the acidity needed 
for preservation. Cucumbers, peppers, green beans, 
beets, onions, carrots and any combination there on 
can be pickled with a vinegar, sugar and spice syrup. 
Recipes abound representing variations on the 
theme. A basic pickle recipe calls for about eight 
ripe cucumbers, half a cup of salt, one and a half a 
cups of sugar, three and a half cups of vinegar, a 
teaspoon each of celery seed, mustard seed and 
turmeric. Soak the cucumber slices in salted ice 
water for at least four hours; you can either pack the 
soaked cucumbers in jars or cook them first for a 
couple of minutes in vinegar before filling jars. Top 
the jars off with syrup made from your vinegar, 
sugar and spices. The more you reduce the symp 
the sweeter the pickles will be. Once the jars are 
packed and the syrup is added seal the sterilized jars 
and place in a hot water bath (at a low simmer with 
about two inches of water covering the jars) for 
about 15 minutes. Pretty easy, yes? 

Fruit, sugar and pectin are all you need. I just 
follow the directions on the Sure-Jell package and I 
have turned blueberries, blackberries and raspberries 
into enough jam to get us through next May when 
the blueberries ripen again. If you want to learn to 
“put up” food then I recommend picking up an old 
canning book at the flea market. It really makes 
sense to use these methods to extend the usefulness 
of the garden into the winter months.

Church as 
revelation - 
not routine 

W hen you stop to think about 
it, there’s a lot of repetition 
in our lives. We tend to do 
the same things over and over again, and 
often at the same times of the day or on 
the same days of the week. 

Sometimes it’s the big things in our 
lives, like going to the same vacation 
destination every summer. Sometimes its 
things like never missing CSI or American 
Idol on TV every week. And sometimes 
it’s just the little things, like the three 
packs of Equal you put in our cup of 
coffee. Always three packs. 

Repetition is a way to order our lives 
and it brings comfort and security. But it 
can also turn into routine and routines 
can put us in a rut. As a baseball coach, I 
know that repetition is important to 
becoming a better player. Players repeat 
swing after swing, hundreds of them, in 
the batting cage to become a better 
hitter. 

But the 
challenge is 
to not let the 
repetition 
become 
routine. When 
anything that 
we repeat a 
lot becomes 
routine, then 
we stop 

thinking and 
just go 
through the 
motions. 
Instead of 
being 
mindful, we become mindless. That can 
happen to anything that’s a repetition in 
our lives, but it is especially important for 
Christians that the repetitions of regular 
church attendance not turn into a routine 
that loses its true purpose and meaning. 

And “church as a routine” can sneak 
up on you before you ever realize it. After 
all, Christians usually attend the same 
church every week, go at the same service 
time, sit in the same pews, sing some of 
their usual favorite hymns, hear the same 
preacher, and take the same communion. 
Now that’s repetition friends. But it’s a 
travesty to the whole purpose of going to 
church when it becomes a routine - just 
going through the motions. 

The truth of church is that it’s really 
about God’s revelation in the world today, 
which is never the same, but always new, 
always different, always changing. And 
even though we may surround church 
with a lot of repetition, our hearts and 
minds must always be aware of and open 
to God doing new things right in the 
midst of our everyday repetitive lives.

When I took over as the Jailer of the Grant County Detention 
Center we were facing many problems at the facility. I 
campaigned on the platform of raising revenue and decreasing 
expenditures. I believe that we have accomplished a 
tremendous amount in the short time that I have had the honor 
of being the Jailer. I would like to take this opportunity to share 
with all of you the final numbers of the 2011-12 budget. 

When the fiscal court announced our budget for the 2011-12 
fiscal year they allotted us $4,205,048.00 for the total 
expenditures for the year. The facility was able to operate for 
the year and come under this estimate at $3,885,753.53, which 
was a difference of $319,294.47. This was accomplished by the 
hard work of all the employees at the facility and the belief that 
the burden on the tax payers of Grant County should be as small 
as possible. 

The facility estimated revenue for the year was $4,205,048.00 
of which we were able to bring in a total of $3,965,975.25. This 
was slightly less than what was anticipated but it was still a very 
strong number for the facility, made possible by the efforts of 
so many to keep the head count up. 

Our revenue exceeded our expenditures by $80,221.72. This 
is a huge accomplishment for the facility. For the first full year 
as Jailer with the efforts of all my staff we are able to operate 
with a total liability on the county of 0 dollars !! This is a huge 
accomplishment for not only the jail but also for the county in 
these tough times. It is an honor to be able to save the tax payers 
any money that we possibly can. 

We are working hard on this year’s budget to be able to 
continue this trend of not having any burden on the tax payers. 
Our budget was cut slightly this year but we, as a facility, are 
confident that we will be able to exceed the expectations of 
everyone and have another great year financially. We strive 
each and every day to be successful as a facility and to make the 
county taxpayers proud that the facility works so hard for them.

During the 2011-12 school year, Grant 
County requested about 1,400 volunteer 
background checks, an amount that would 
have cost the district $14,000. 

Morgan said he believes that the biggest 
group of volunteers are chaperones for 
field trips and volunteers for elementary 
schools. 

“We’re hoping by decreasing the fre¬ 
quency, we’ll decrease those costs,” he 
said. “We’re going to take a hit no matter 
what.” 

At Williamstown Independent, the dis¬ 
trict would have spent $4,500 for the 475 
volunteer background checks processed for 
the 2011-12 school year. 

The school board has opted not to pay 
those fees. 

“However, we appreciate and respect 
the volunteers as stakeholders in our quest 
to advance academic achievement,” said 
Superintendent Sally Skinner. “We hope 


organizations in the district, such as site- 
based councils or WEBO or the booster 
organizations, will develop their own pro¬ 
cedures in helping either offset or cover the 
cost of the $10 charge.” 

The criminal checks at Williamstown 
used to be renewed every school year. 

However, the school board recently 
voted to allow the checks to now be good 
for two years. 

Skinner said she hopes a solution can be 
found so no parent, family member or com¬ 
munity members is turned away from being 
a vital volunteer. 

“I really think the organizations and the 
individuals will come up with a plan to 
address it,” she said. “For the fifth grade 
Washington, D.C. trip, maybe it could be 
included in the cost of the trip that they 
fundraise for. I feel like there’s things we 
can do at a school level that we can make 
sure that if there is someone who cannot 
afford that, we can work through it so 
everyone who wants to volunteer can.”

After Josh’s death, an anonymous 
donor gave $2,000 to be given away 
to a deserving GCHS senior in Josh’s 
memory. 

“We have no idea who gave that 
money, but we were so touched by 
their generosity and we just want to 
continue it as long as we can,” Sandra 
said. 

Josh Colson, a friend of Josh Lilly’s, 
often rode motorcycles with him. He 
and other friends, including Angie 
McClure, a friend of Sandra’s, had the 
same thought of organizing a memorial 
ride five years ago. 

After that first ride, people asked 
the Lilly family if they planned to keep 
the scholarship and ride going. 

“That’s when we got involved with 
them,” Sandra said. “But, it’s the vol¬ 
unteers, a small army, really that keep it 
and us going.” 

The ride has grown into an all-day 
event with a pig roast, silent and five 
auction, a Harley Davidson raffle and 
entertainment featuring several of 
Josh’s friends. Proceeds from the ride 
are used to fund the scholarship. 

Last year, the event drew 327 
motorcycles and 35 vehicles for the 
ride. More than 700 showed up after 
the ride for the meal, auctions and 
music. 

Each year the ride route changes, 
but starts and stops at Grant County 
Park in Crittenden. 

“Josh would have loved it,” Sandra 
said. 

She gathers every year at Hill Crest 
Cemetery, where Josh is buried, to 
watch as the motorcycles pass by on 
the ride. 

“I just believe he’s with us that day,” 
she said. 


The Lillys miss Josh’s big person¬ 
ality and easy-going nature. 

“I couldn’t stay mad at him,” said 
his mother. “If I was mad, he’d say, 
‘does someone need a hug,’ Our 
house is very quiet without him.” 

Claudette Herald, now principal at 
GCHS, taught him for three years in 
agriculture classes before she moved 
into administration. 

“He was the best,” she said, fol¬ 
lowing his death. “Likeable is just an 
understatement. He was one of my 
kids. He was just such a joy.” 

His parking space at Grant County 
High School remains decorated with a 
wooden cross. 

A commercial featuring Miller 
Time where friends had gathered to 
laugh and have fun prompted Josh’s 
nickname of “Lillytime.” 

“When he entered a room, he’d 
just light it up,” Sandra said. 

“What don’t you miss?” said 
Larry, Josh’s father. “He was here 
every day at the shop since he was 3 
years old.” 

For Thomas Lilly, Josh’s uncle, his 
death was like losing a brother. 

“Everything we did, four-wheeling 
or working on trucks, he was always 
in the middle of it,” Thomas said. 

“The ride is a day for us to get 
together to remember him,” he said. 
“It just amazes me how many people 
show up. That means a lot to us.” 

As for coping with losing a son, 
Sandra admits some days it’s hard. 

“I believe in God and that’s what 
helps me,” she said. “If I’m not able to 
take care of him, then who better than 
God?”
